C h ic ag o , Ju n e S.— Early monday morn­ 
ing occu rred one of the most dreadfu l cal­ 
amities which has visited the city in a long 
tim e; one in which eight hu man beings were 
bu rned to death. 
The fearfu l scene took 
place in two fram e bu ildings, Til and 733 
Canal street, and a t a tima when day was 
ju st breaking. 
A t th at early hou r the oc­ 
cu pants of the hou ses were sleeping, and 
hence the fire, which bu rned with great 
rapidity, came u pon them withou t an y 
warning. 
The flames were discovered by a 
watchman, who tu rned in an alarm, bu t the 
fire engines were slow abou t getting to the 
scene. 
As the first stream of. water was 
obtained C apt 
Rehíramela, of engine No. 
35 , u pon learning that there was a nu mber 
of people inside the bu rning stru ctu re, bu rst 
open the fron t door and told the pipemen to 
play on the celling above the stairs, while 
he crawled in on his hand and knees, keep­ 
ing his head as near the fioor as possible. 
Climbing to the top of the stairs he fou nd 
a door, which h*3 bu rst open, and then, 
stretching ou t his hand, be discovered the 
form of a man lying near him. 
Grasping 
an arm, he slowly dragged it down stairs 
into the street below, bu t it was too late, as 
the man was dead. 
Regaining his breath, 
ha called for aid and retu rned again into 
the bu rning bu ilding, and this tima brou ght 
ou t the dead body of a woman. 
Other 
firemen now came to his aid, and soon seven 
dead bodies were taken ou t and placed in 
the street, all having been fou nd hu ddled 
together in a small bedroom in the back 
part of the second story of the bu ilding. 
That room and 
the 
others were then 
hastily 
examined, 
bu t 
no 
more 
bodies 
were 
fou nd 
till 
some 
time 
after, one of the firemen, in looking u nder 
the bed in the room where the seven were 
bu rned to death, 
discovered a bu ndle 
wrapped u p in a sha* L 
Taking it ou t he 
discovered that it was a little child, alive 
and not Dadiy inju red, the thick folds of 
the shawl having prevented the heated air 
and smoke from entering its lu ngs. 
It 
proved to be the child of Mrs. Du rkin, one 
of the deceased, and was only (i weeks old. 
its life was u ndou btedly saved by the ag­ 
onized mother, who when she realized th at 
the thick smoke and heated air were su f­ 
focating them all, picked u p the shawl and 
wrapped it arou nd the in fan t 
Somehow it 
was pu shed u nder the bed, an d in th at way 
escaped the notice of the ¿rem en a t first 
The n ext hou se was oceu pied by Frank 
McGu ire as a candy store on the first floor 
and by a family named Hahn on the second 
floor. 
The family was awakened In tíme, 
with some difficu lty, to reach the street 
safely, they having to find their way 
throu gh the blinding smoke. 
Bu t old Mr. 
Hahn, the father of the ten an t, W illiam Hahn, 
became anxiou s abou t one of the children, 
thinking thsy were still in inside the hou se, 
m d, dashing aside those who were n ear htin, 
he ru shed lu to the bu rning bu ilding, u p the 
stairs, into the rooms above. 
A short time 
after he appeared at the fron t window, and 
a ladder was placed again st it, u p which 
his son climbed. 
Upon his reaching the 
top the father made an effort as if to reach 
him, bu t the son, losing his balance, fell to 
the grou nd below, while the old m an reeled 
back and was lost sight of in the flamea 
Ho was taken ou t alive a moment after­ 
ward, bu t lived bu t a few minu tes. 
The names of the dead are as follows:
